With the statement that upon the 


passage of the act providing for the set- 
tling of the unpaid bills of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, the Republicans 
would vote for adjournment sine die, 
the difficulties which have kept the 
Legislature from departing seem 
to 


have disappeared. The opinion 
warn 


general last evening that the House 
would agree to the plan on which the 
Senate worked today, it passing the 
Brown bill on first reading, and that 
with speedy action and close connec- 
tions throughout the week, final ad- 
journment would be bad not later than 
Saturday. 


The compromise which was reached 


yesterday morning was the result of the 
carrying out of the plan of Senator Ka- 
lauokalani to endeavor to bring Into 
line his fellow 
Independents. There 


were meetings before the gathering of 
the Senate and these resulted in the 
agreement which later In the day was 
carried out to the letter. The greatest 
Interest now Lies In what the House will 
do when It meets Wednesday morning. 
There Is a belief that there will be little 
objection to following the lead of the 
Senate. This much Is known, that the 
leaders of the majority, such men as 
Akina, Berkley, Rmmeluth and others, 
will be In favor of the passage of the 
Brown bill, when II comes down to the 
House. Prendergast has agreed before 
this that It was the part of wisdom to 
pay these claims now. and not let them 
g-o over into the next biennial period. 
This would array all the prlnelpnl lead- 
ers in line with the Senate, and should 
make the agreement binding there, but 
to forecast what the Lower House will 
do on the basis of the wisdom -of the 
proceeding would be inviting error. 


The House will not come together un- 


til the Senate will have passed the 
Brown bill on the first and second read- 
In IT*, and by the least recess there 
mlKht be (riven an opportunity to re- 
ceive the bill from the Senate and pass 
It the first time on Wednesday. 
The 


vote in the Senate showed the intention 
to keep faith entirely on the bill, and 
but for the fear that White would find 
some one who would second his motion 
to adjourn there was not a disturbing 
element White Is unreconstructed. He 
wants to go home; he wants to adjourn 
\ at once, and when the voting upon the 
bill came he still was not ready to ad- 
mit defeat, but stood by his colors and 
voted alone against its passage. Wheth- 
er or not he will be able to make 
enough converts to his way of thinking, 
among House members. Is a question. 


The fact that there cannot be adjourn- 


ment without the consent of the Upper 
House seems to have been realized at 
last by the men In the House who would 
not favor any action at all, but kept 
moving to quit .Those who thought to 
go-home today have been compelled to 
admit the error of their ways. Those 
who stay will have the week on their 
hands and they are being urged to 
'agree to work on the Brown bill. This 
can be passed according to the argu- 
ments used, and every member who 
lives out of town given a chance to 
get away by the steamer of next week. 
This argument Is relied upon to have 
good effect on the members of the Low-

Honolulu and San Francisco connected 
y wireless telegraph. That very deslr- 
ble possioi.ity of the future was pre- 
Icted Saturday afternoon by Manager 


J. Cross in his talk to the school 


eacbers and Y. M. C. A. at the wireless 
elegraph station. The attendance was 
tot as large as had been anticipated but 
he few present were amply repaid by 
_ very interesting talk which partook 
argely of the nature of questions by the 
isttfhers and answers by Mr. Cross. He 
explained very carefully the working of 
be wireless telegraph, the effect of the 
electrical waves on the ether of the air, 
and how messages were, sent and re- 
ceived, giving a practical Ulustratlojp by 
sending a message to B. B. Scott at 
Hllo for one of the listeners 


Mr. Cross has made calculations of 


the requirements for communicating to 
San Francisco by means of the wireless 
elegraph and estimated that It would 
•equire an electrical machine of 62,000 
lorse power to send a message with a 
pole of the present helRht, 200 feet. 
With a pole 1200 feet In height he could 
send a message to the coast with the 
electrical machine now being used for in- 
ter island communication. 
The elec- 
trical wave goes up four 
times the 


weight of the pole used and the caleu- 
atlons are based on this fact taking 
nto consideration the distance, and the 
curvature of the earth's surface. 
Mr. Cross thought that the wireless 


telegraph was more within the range of 
possibility than a connection with the 
soast by cable, because of the difficulty 
of making a landing on account of the 
coral reefs, which he stated would cut 
the cables continually and keep a repair 
boat constantly at work. While tne ex- 
pense of building a station or tower for 
the wireless telegraph would be enorm- 
ous, 
the speaker thought with Improve- 


ments eventually to be made that this 
would be very much cheapened and made 
entirely possible. 
In connection with his talk Mr. Cross 


made public quite an Interesting fact, 
namely that any one In Honolulu ca- 
pable of reading the Morse telegraph 
code, could read all messages sent over 
the wireless telegraph by means of a 
copper wire, looped so that the ends all 
but touched. The hands of course must 
be insulated and the dota and dashes 
would pass from one end of the wire to 
the other In the same manner as the 
receiving instrument at tne telegraph 
station. 
Mr. Cross also spoke of his acquaint- 


ance with Tesla, who he said, was nc 
dreamer as many people believed, but 
rather a very practical man, far in ad- 
vance of his time. As early as '92 Tesla 
in a conversation with him (Cross) had 
predicted that it would not be many 
years before we could telegraph without 
the use of wires.

An Ocean "Limited Express " 


A story that Is at least interesting, 


no matter what else may be said of it, 
is quoted by the Marine Review from 
the London Express, regarding two 
great ships which Mr, Morgan is said 
to have planned for the ocean ferry: 


"They are to excel anything that has 


been seen on the water, and will be to 
sea travel what the 'limited train' la to 
the American railway. According to 
the Express story, an official of a lead- 
ing American line who has been In con- 
sultation with Mr. Morgan at Alx-les- 
Baines, says that he was allowed to see 
plans for the two liners de luxe, which 
are to be constructed for the comfort of 
that class which does not have to con- 
sider money when luxurious living is 
concerned. In the first place, these 
boats, both of which will be five-day 
vessels, will carry none but first-clasp 
passengers. There will be no single cab- 
ins, but suites of apartments, consisting 
of parlor, bedroom and tiled bathroom. 
There will be suites with more rooms 
but the majority will have three. The 
suites will be furnished in the richest 
fashion and variously decorated There 
will be color schemes to suit all fan- 
cies, and many styles of furniture will 
be represented. The passageways will 
be broad and -well lighted. The public 
rooms will be magnificent creations, 
decorated by famous artists. The din- 
Ing room will have no long general ta- 
bles. the arrangement being one of 
small tables, similar to that of the res- 
taurant of the Hotel Rltz In Paris. In- 
genious devices will be used to prever* 
upsets In stormy weather and each table 
will have two attendants. A pleasant 
feature will be a grill room. A dairy 
will be maintained on board, ship quar- 
ters being provided, in the space usual- 
ly devoted to steerage, for a small herd
